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DETAILED ACTION 

This communication is in response to amendment received on 3/18/08. 
Claims 1 - 6 are presented for examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the Invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 

granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the Invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an International application filed under the treaty defined In section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed In the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1 - 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Kurumado (7,173,413). 

As to claims 1 - 6, Kurumado discloses a rotation detection apparatus 
comprising sensor elements (C, D, fig. 14) that are sensitive to magnetic fields, the 
electrical properties of said sensor elements being modifiable according to a magnetic 
field that can be influenced by a mobile, passive transmitter element (6, fig. 1), wherein 
the magnetic sensor system (3d) has two sensor elements (A,C; D,B) in a gradiometer 
system, each of which is assigned to one of two permanent magnets (2) having a 
predetermined separation (a) wherein the two sensor elements (A,C; D,B) are 
positioned symmetrically to a central axis (20) between the two permanent magnets (2); 
and wherein in terms of dimensions, separation and position relative to the sensor 
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elements (A,C; D,B), the permanent magnets (2) are located such that an offset of the 
output signal of the sensor elements (A,C; D,B) in the gradiometer system is minimized.
